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DEDICATION  OF  TAYLOR  FIELD 

Largest  High  School  Field  In  South  End  of  State  Was  Dedicated 

on  October  12 

Taylor  Field,  the  largest  High  School  athletic  field  in  the  south  end  of  the  state 
was  dedicated  on  October  12.  The  day  was  featured  by  a  football  game  between 
the  H.  T.  H.  S.  and  the  F.  C.  H.  S.  Martial  music  was  furnished  by  the  bands  of 
the  Junior  High  School  and  High  School.  The  Rotarians,  always  loyal  to  the  school 
closed  their  houses  of  business  and  were  present  with  all  their  pep.  Just  to  make 
it  a  real  day  of  dedication  the  entire  student  body  for  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  school  was  present  in  a  body.  Taylor  Field  is  the  result  of  many  years  of 
wise  saving  of  the  athletic  funds  and  the  co-operation  of  the  community.  It  is  not 
surpassed  in  the  south  end  of  the  state  by  any  other  high  school.  Not  only  is  it 
large  but  it  has  great  athletic  facilities,  because  it  is  patterned  after  the  stadium  at 
the  University  of  Illinois.  When  one  approaches  this  field,  surrounded  by  a  storm 
proof  fence,  and  sees  the  huge  flag  pole  extending  far  into  the  air  it  makes  one's 
blood  race  with  patriotic  pride. 

The  feature  of  the  day,  the  football  game,  was  a  contest  between  the  best  teams 
of  the  conference.  In  the  years  since  1923  Harrisburg  has  had  only  two  defeats  at 
the  hands  of  Frankfort.

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Review  of  Season 

The  football  season  of  nineteen  twenty-eight  was  marked  by  three  special  fea- 
tures: the  game  with  Henderson,  Kentucky  at  Henderson,  the  dedicating  of  Taylor 
Field,  and  the  Eldorado  game. 

The  Henderson  game  was  a  special  event  because  it  was  the  iirst  out  of  the 
state  game  that  the  Bull  Dogs  had  engaged  in  for  many  a  year.  Harrisburg  won 
the  game  and  impressed  the  fact  upon  the  plucky  Hendcrsonians  that  Harrisburg 
possessed  a  football  team.  Henderson  later  became  western  Kentucky  Champions 
and  claimants  for  the  State  Championship;  so  the  fact  that  the  score  by  which  we 
won  is  so  little  can  be  appreciated. 

The  dedicating  of  Taylor  Field  was  probably  the  most  important  event  of  the 
season  or  of  any  H.  T.  H.  S.  season  for  that  matter.  A  record  crowd  turned  out 
for  the  opening  game  on  the  lield  which  happened  to  be  with  West  Frankfort. 
Although  Harrisburg  was  defeated  by  the  Red  Birds,  and  by  a  large  score,  we  still 
maintain  that  it  might  have  been  a  different  story  under  different  circumstances. 

The  Eldorado  game  was  a  grand  climax  to  a  grand  season  and  brought  about 
the  breaking  of  two  mythical  records.  The  game  played  in  a  field  of  knee  deep 
yellow  clay  saw  the  scoring  of  more  than  thirteen  points  by  the  winning  team  and 
the  scoring  of  both  teams  which  never  happened  before  in  the  annual  clashes. 

As  a  whole  the  Bull  Dogs  had  a  pretty  successful  season  since  they  won  six 
out  of  eight  games  played.

He  did  his  best  work  of  the  year  during 
the  district  tournament.  Bill  still  has  two  years  with  the  school  so  he  may  help  win 
a  State  Championship  for  the  school  yet. 

Omar  Womack  plays  a  stellar  position  at  guard.  Ver^'  few  long  passes  ever 
got  over  his  head  and  he  could  dribble,  pass  and  shoot,  too.  Omar  came  up  from 
the  ranks  to  get  the  position  and  the  fans  were  well  pleased  with  his  playing.  He 
is  a  Junior  so  he  may  go  to  a  State  tournament  yet. 

J.  B.  Gibbons  played  center  and  controlled  the  tip  about  seventy-five  per  cent 
of  the  time.  J.  B.  is  a  fast  dribbler  and  a  good  shot  under  the  basket.  His  reverse 
pivots  were  hard  to  stop  and  resulted  in  many  baskets  for  Harnsburg.  He  is  just 
a  sophomore  so  he  will  be  expected  to  improve  in  the  next  two  years. 

Among  the  substitutes  we  find  long  tall  Denver  Reed  who  is  going  to  bid 
against  J.  B.  for  the  center  position  next  year.  Jesse  White  who  is  a  good  depend- 
able player  and  will  probably  take  Stein's  place.  Harry  Bozarth  is  the  happy-go- 
lucky  sharp  shooter  of  the  squad.  He  is  so  little  that  he  dodges  between  the  legs 
of  a  guard  to  make  a  basket.  Harry  ought  to  be  good  next  year.  Hal  Rude  is 
Harr>'''s  teammate.  The  two  are  hard  to  stop  and  Hal  is  death  on  passing  and  under 
basket  shots.  Maurice  Sullivan  plays  guard  for  the  seconds  and  does  a  good  job 
of  it.  With  all  the  squad,  with  the  exception  of  John  Franks  and  Harold  Stein 
back  again  next  year,  we  can  expect  even  a  better  team  for  1930.  A  state  Cham- 
pionship doesn't  seem  impossible  when  the  1929  champs  just  beat  us  six  points 
after  we  had  led  them  three  quarters  in  the  sectional  tournament.

TRIANGULAR  MEET 

Harrisburg  entered  into  the  track  season  with  a  spirit  hy  winning  a  triangular  meet  held 
on  Taylor   Field   Saturday.   April  the  sixth,  between   Marion,    Herrin,   and   Harrisburg. 

Although  Harrisburg  had  no  fast  men  for  the  dashes,  they  had  first  places  in  Norman 
Dixon  in  the  hurdles.  J.  B.  Gibbons  in  the  mile  and  half  mile,  and  Floyd  Josey  in  the  javelin 
throw.  Harrisburg  looked  especially  good  in  the  hurdles  taking  first,  second,  third,  and  fourth 
in  the  high  hurdles  and  first,  second,  and  third  in  low  hurdles.  J.  B.  still  looks  good  on  the  880 
and  mile.  He  won  both  races  by  a  good  margin  in  the  triangular  meet.  Floyd  Josey  also  pro- 
duced by  winning  first  in  the  javelin  throw  and  second  m  the  shot  put.  Reed  Glascock  was 
quite  a  dark  horse  entry  when  he  won  second  in  the  high  hurdles.  He  is  built  for  a  high 
hurdler  and  here's  hoping  he  makes  a  medal  before  he  is  out  of  school.  Glenn  McCormick 
made  Norman  Dixon  stretch  to  win  the  low  hurdles,  being  right  on  his  heels  and  in  second 
place.  Froman  although  not  winning  any  first,  did  his  part  hy  getting  two  seconds  and  a  third 
and  helping  to  win  a  second  for  the  relay  team.  Although  there  were  no  records  broken,  it 
must  be  taken  into  consideration  that  it  was  just  a  week  after  track  season  opened  and  that  a 
stiff  wind  was  blowing.  Considering  everything,  Harrisburg  had  good  material  and  may  produce, 
just  as  much  or  more  in  the  larger  and  more  important  meets.
